going to stay here a week; I need 
that much time on the engine.” 

The captain always glared fe¬ 
rociously whenever 'he was asked 
how long we were going to stay:

Finally our last day in port 
drew near; the Consul had 1 made 
good his promise to send us to sea 
again as soon as possible. We 
were not going to another Euro¬ 
pean port as I had hoped, but 
back to the States. I didn’t care 
to desert, and ®o I decided to re¬ 
turn with the ship. It hadn’t been 
ouch of a European tour, certain¬ 
ly, but. 1 had had a pleasant and 
cheap holiday. 

“We’re ready for home,” said 
several of the crew—a confession 
that their pay had been spent. 

ost-minute purchases turned to¬ 
ward 1 botties of cognac, smuggled 
aboard in spite of regulations.

Now that the ground! is frozen 
the time has arrived when straw¬ 
berry plants should be covered 
with straw to a depth of at least 
six inches. 

Do not use manure as it lies 
tio,o close, and a tendency to rot 
the plants.
